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NATIONALIST HISTORY. 


The youth of Egypt is learning a strange 
form of history from its guides, so strange 
that one is convinced that the present genera- 
tion will witness the birth of quite a number of 
myths. Some have indeed made their appear. 


was sanctioned by Heaven when committed at 
the expense of ‘infidels,’ fought with a fervour 
that was seldem accompanied by a knowledge 
of tactics or by the display of the vulgarest 
common-sense. In fact,.it might be urged that 
the more civilised a nation becomes the more 
idealistic are its armies. 

The average European and Japanese soldier 
fights because he has in him the conviction 
that he must sacrifice his comfort and if.. 
necessary his life to the State. It is idle to 
contend that he hasno choice, for if the 
ufajority. of civilised men were Tolstoyans, 
armies and wars would come toan end. As it 
is he fights for the ‘fatherland’ i.e. in the in- 
terest, real or supposed, of the State, its insti- 
tutions, its religion or ideals, and ite safety, 
and the more convinced he is of the excellence 
of these institutions, and ideals, the better he 
will fight. As for the question of “right” and 
“wrong,” we doubt whether these concepts 
have ever guided the rulers or the people of 
any nation when the national security or idéals 
have been threatened, or even questioned. 
From the point of view of the logician there 
was a good deal to say for the Boer ‘case in 
1899, bat the mass of the English people 
realised more or less clearly that they were 
about to put the question—is 8. Africa to be 
under the Union Jack or the Vierkleurt—to a 
trial of battle. Similarly the 
Algeria, Saracens or Prinshenin, collites 4 as oa \ 
considered the question at all, believed them- 
selves to be absolutely justified in making eon- 
quests at the expense of the inhabitants of 
tlie country. They believed in their civilisa- 
tion, their religion, or their institutions, suffi- 
ciently to be ready to enforce them upon others 
against their will. The more vigorous the 
inner life-of a state or a people; the more ex- 
pansive are its energies and the more thorough 
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plunder and a penchant towards the fair sex) 
chiefly at the. expense of the Byzantine and 
Persian monarchies and the Christian and 
Zoroastrian religions ; they were only success- 
ful owing to the fact that the two great 
empires were exhausted bythe longand terrific 
struggle between Heraclius and Chosroes, and 
that the old Western Empire (where the Roman 
element predominated as a civilising , force, 
thongh the races were as mixed as in 


least. have the honesty to admit that the heirs 
of Greek and Roman civilisation have but _re- 
occupied the territories once lost to the 
aggressive imperialism of the Arabs, which 
though inspired by courage and zeal, never 
proved itself capable of creating a stable politic- 
al system in the place. of that which it so 
suddenly destroyed. The Arabs of N. Afrea, 
Tunis, Algeria and Morocco, had for 1100 
years the opportunity of building up a well 
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masters and European civilisation, the prov 
inces of Syria, Egypt, North Africa and Spain. 
It completely wiped out all vestiges of 
Christianity in the African provinces west 0: 
Egypt and it practically destroyed the 
Roman organisation, the ‘machine’ of gov- 
ernment from Urfa to the Pyrenees. Its 
sole justification was the vigour and energy 
displayed by the conquerors, which saved 
them from the consequences of their own 
lack of organisation.. Religious fervour, cour. 
age and dash, triumphed for a time over a 
higher organisation unimbued. with the 
enthusiasm necessary for success, or over 
barbarian enemies who lacked the Roman 
discipline and the Moslem faith and had, 
moreover, been softened by the relaxation 
of manners and morals that followed victory. 
Roderic the Visigoth was a very poor match 
for Tarik the Berber, but withont being too 


Almohades, Almoravides, Aghlabites,or bands 
of pirates whose empire was finally destroyed 
to the great satisfaction of all the dwellers on the 
North coast of the Mediterranean. We are quite 
ready to grant that the Sallee rovers who sacked 
Baltimore nearCork, and even reached Iceland, 
were hardy and adventurous fellows—so are 
hornets, highwaymen, panthers, and other pre- 
datory beings. But we refuse to admit that no 
one has any right to attempt to destroy these 
picturesque bat dangerous creatures. Those 
who justly complain of aggression must never 
have been aggressive, and the historian must 
search the history of mankind with superhuman 
diligence and microscopic vision, if he is to find 
one example of a tribe, a community, a nation 
or a religion that has never committed & single 
act of aggression against its neighbours. Were 
there such a tribe, nation, or religion, the sole 
trace of it which he would discover would be 
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but Pyrrhie victories against the Gothic host 
that annihilated the Eastern legions at 
Adrianople or the armies of Alaric or Clovis. 
This contention is supported by the failure 
of the ‘Saracens’ in France, in Italy and in 
Asia Minor. In Italy though they conquered 
Sicily and Calabria, they were unable to

DISTRICT POST OFFICES, 


We have at different periods, as well as 
several of the local papers, called attention to 
the urgent need of a district post office for the 
important quarter of Ismailieh in Cairo, which 
together with the adjacent quarters of Tewfi- 
kieh, Kasr-el-Nil and Bab-el-Louk, ec mprise 
the best residential parts of the capital, and in’ 
which are situated all the banks, commercial 
companies and leading firms. These combined 
must have a population approximately at least 
150,000 inhabitants and the nearest post office 
at present is the one at Ataba-el-Khadra, quite 
two iniles from Kasr-el-Nil or Tewfikieh. The 
postal administration has opened district offi- 
ces in far less important parts of the capital, 
for example at Faggalla, Bab-el-Khalk and 
Nasrieh and we think it is high time that 
steps should be at once taken to Yemedy this 
deficieney for the quarters that require a dis- 
trict. office far more than any of the latter. 


BONAPARTE IN EGYPT. 


Some little time ago we referred to the 
approaching publication of a new work on 
Egypt which a well-known: London publisher 
has announced, We now learn that this work 
will be issued towards the end of this month 
and that it will appear as “Bonaparte in Egypt 
and the Egyptians of to-day.” Theauthor is Mr. 
H. A. Browne, who for over thirty years has 
been known far and wide in the East as a 
staunch advocate of English interests, and one 
who has a ‘more intimate acquaintance with 
the life of the East than any other European. 
From Caleutta to Constantinople and thence 
to Cape Town, Mr. Browne has travelled far 
and long, and always as an Eastern, and so 
thoroughly has his inéognito, for it cannot be 
described as a disguise, been maintained that 
more than once he has had great difficulty in 
establishing his real character. Thus at Tiflis 
the Rusian officials refused to accept his English 
passports, insisting upon recording him as 
an Armout or Albanian Mahomedan and 
much to his discomfort treating him accord- 
ingly. Again at Constantinople he had to 
face the same difficulty, the officials there even 
going so far as to arrest him and chaage him 
with travelling with false passports. He was 
more fortunate at Astrabad in Persia, where 
the Russian Consul while refusing to grant him 
a visa on his English passports gave him a new 
passport describing him as “believed to be of 
Turkig origin.” Even in India, wy 2, 2 Be 
who might be supposed to have avery keen 
scent for the detection ofan Englishman what- 
ever character he might choose to adopt, have 
mere than once insisted upon treating him as 
an oriental. With sach an experience of the 
East to guide him it would be strange if any- 
thing that Mr. Browne has tosay about the 
East should hot be worth hearing.

PRESS OF EGYPT, 


INTERESTING STATISTICS. 

Artin Pasha _ca@mtributes an interesting 
articles to the “Bulletin de l'Institut Egyptien” 
giving the statistics of the Press in Egypt up 
to the end of 1904. According to this article 
tliere were in 1839 two newspapers, one in 
Arabic ahd one in Turkish, in 1868 there 
were 3 French, 2 Italian, 1 Arabic and 
Turkish and | Arabic journal ; in 1889 15 
Arabic, 8 French, 1 English-French, ‘4 Italian 
and 5 Greek ; and in 1904. the figures were as 
follows Arabic 118, French 17,French-English 
3, Italian 6, Greek 15, French-English-Arabic 
2, English 3, Hebrew 1, French-Arabie 1, 
English-Arabic 1, -Italian-Arabic 1,  Italian- 
French 2, Armenian 3, and Turkish 3. Of the 
journals being published at the end of 1904; 
29 were daily, 4 three times a week, 6 twice 
a week, 76 weekly, 24 twice a month, and 37 
monthly. Of the 33 papers published in 1889 
only 16 continued to 1904. ; 


JEWISH COLONISATION IN THE SUDAN.

According to the “Jewish World” M. Galante, 
a Cairo gentleman of the Jewish persuasion, 
is at-work on a great scheme which, “should it 
be carried into execution, will render im- 
portant services to our co-teligionists from 
Russia and Roumania who come to this 
country. This scheme is one of Jewish coloni- 
sation in the Sudan, and with facts to support 
his contention M. Galante shows that this: 
region, which is practically an English colony, 
offers a vast field for agricultural and com- 
mercial industries.

graphy, climate, ete. Anybody who knows the 
territory watered by the Nile will, without 
doubt, recognise its suitability for the object 
just mentioned.” 


COTTON MILLS OF JAPAN. 


At the annual general meeting of the Kobe 
Board of Trade the President remarked that 
the cotton mills of Japan during 1906 hada 
most successful year,’ their production being 
sold out for some months aheathalmost all the 
year round. The Canadian Commercial Agent 
at Yokohama reports that large dividends 
were earned by the better class of spin- 
ning mills, Sand ,a considerable increase 
of spiulés would be made this year.. Prices of 
yarns dropped somewhat in the summer 
months, but advanced towards the end of the 
year. The quantity exported was some 1,000 
piculs (1 pieul equals 133lb,) less than tor 
1905, though the value shows an increase of 
1,500,000 yen. The market generally wasin a 
very healthy condition,and with a good demand 
from China on account of the increase in the 
price of silver, mills generally are ina most 
tlourishing condition,and one or two have made 
arrangements for an increase of capital. From 
another source the Canadian Commercial t 
states that the cotton-spinning industry, whi 
made considerable progress after the Japan- 
China War,does not indicate so great a relative 
expansion under the influence of the present 


speculative mania assome other i 


industries. He 


goes on to say that the demand for cotton | 


yarn and cotton cloth for home consumption,is 
increasing year after year, and the 
mainly to the Asiatic mainland, is also in- 
creasing.

OMIRO BUILDING SITES. 


NO PALL IN PRICES. 


A correspondent writes :—There seems to be 
an idea that prices of building sites in the 
better residential districts of the Capital are 
falling, or that we may expect a’ dropin the 
near ‘future, but such an idea is 3 
fallacious, and not borne out by faets, for sit 
suitable for building purposes have, on the 
contrary, been steadily increasing all the winter, 
and even at this moment there is only a 
momentary lull, which is. usual at the dull 
season of the year, but no relapse from former 
values is apparent from the recent sales. For 
example, a plot belonging to the’Société Im- 
mobilitre in the Sharia Kast-el-Nil changed 
hands a short time back at L.B. 36 the square 
metre, whilst for another plot, known as the 
Maison Borelli, in Sharia Soliman Pasha, no 
less than L.E. 40 is being asked. Lots on the 
property formerly belonging to the Prince 
i, opposite the Savey Hotel, 
cannot be had at this moment under I.E. 50 
to LE. 60 the metre. There is a momentary 
suspension also in the active negotiations 
prevailing during the past winter season for 
land in the favorite suburbs—such as 
Gltezireh, Kasrel-Aly, Kasr-el-Doubara, and 
those of the Matarieh line—but this was to be 
expected, and doubtless in the coming autumn, 
dealings will be ‘as brisk as before in these 
directions for the good reason that as the 
population by immigration or otherwise, and 
rentals in the city keep at their present figures 
people are compelled to seek house accom- 
modation at reasonable prices elsewhere. This 
is likewise shown by the number of new hotels 
that are in contemplation in the immediate 
suburbs, for those already existing in the town 
are so crowded during the height.of the season 
that nambers of visitors are turned away daily, 
so great is the demafd for rooms and suites.

~ THE INDUSTRIES OP GAZA. 


British Consalar-Agent Knesevich, in a 
trade report says that Gaza is situated in the 
south-east of Palestine. and is only about, 12 
miles to the north of Rafah, which marks the 
Turco-Egyptian ,boundary. It is the com- 
mercial and inistrative centre of all the 
surrounding villages and for many of the 
Bedouin tribes. who pitch their tents in the 
plains. ‘The population of Gaza numbers about 
40,000, while that of the surrounding villages 
ig aboat 70,000. The principal occupation of 

hé people is agriculture ; only a small minor- 


ity 

Durink. the summer months Gaza is very busy, 
numbers of people being employed in the 
export of barley, which is the chief product 
of the district. In: 1906, owing to the lateness 
and irregularity of the rains, the barley crop 
was less plentiful than in 1905, and only 
12 ship-loads were taken against 26 ship-loads. 
in the previous year. Wheat, millet, and most 
of the fruits and vegetables of Palestine are 
also produced at Gaza. The manufactures of 
the place are limited to native necessaries, 
such as a rough and primitive kind of pottery, 
cotton garments, and sieves: ‘Thus, with the 
exception of grain, vegetables, and cattle 
nearly everything has to be imported. Mer- 
chants and traders import all their goods from 
Beirut and Jaffa, either by sea-on lighters or 
by land on camels. The long-talked-of jetty 
was at length completed on December 8, 1906. 
li is only 60 métres long by 8 métres in 
width, and is not of much use for’ the ship- 
ment of barley. A custom-house was built 
on the beach at the beginning of the year. 
A police station and a public garden were 
begun, but owing to lack of funds the work 


stopped and the site is offered for sale. The. 


roads from Gaza to Jaffa and Beersheba are 
badly in need of repair. Beersheba, which 
was rebuilt five years ago, is growing steadily. 
During the year a mosque was built there and 
a public garden laid gut. One of the ancient 


wells was opened and & pump placed on it to 


supply the town with water,

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TRADE OF CYPRUS. 


—_———— 


(From Our Cyprus CORRESPONDENT) 


Continued from May 27, 1907). 

It must not be imagined from the preceding 
observations that Cyprus is a land suited 
more to gardening than to farming. We have 
already referred to her wine and corn. In 
ancient days she was known as the “Gritnary 
of the East,” and although times have changed 
she still continues year after year to lay down 
a large part of her soil to cereal crops. Of 
these barley is the most extensively grown and 
every year the best of it goes to Messrs. Bass 
apd Co. for malting purposes. The old-fashioned 
methods of husbandry employed account tor 
the comparatively small yields per acre, but 
modern ploughs and other agricaltural imple 
ments are being adopted more and more and 
the use of these, together with a more enlight 
ened system of rotation in place of alternate 
cropping and fallowing, should give more 
abundant réturns. 

The market for Cyprus comi has been much 
restricted owing to the large percentage of 
dirt, stones ete, which it generally contains, 
due to the primitive method of threshing on 
the “aloni,” or threshing floor. This state of 
things is now being remedied: the CGovern- 
ment has imported winnowing machines for 
sifting and cleaning the tithe corn, and several 
merchants are now doing the same with their 
corn for export. Then again an increasing 
quaaitity of cornis yearly passed through 
threshing machines, which are becoming gra 
dually better understood. 

Corn farming in Cyprus is, however, on the 
point of undergoing an importan@change. The 
tremendous rise in wages which has taken 
place during the last 4 or 5 years, touches no 
class of the community more directly than the 
tarmers ; and this, morg than any other fact, 
is bringing about the intreduction of labour- 
saving machinery of various kinds. That which 
years of persuasion and demonstration have 
failed to accomplish will now be brought about 
hy this forcible appeal to the farmer's pockets. 
What with the use of modern ploughs, reaping 
machines, steam threshers, and a regular system 
of proper retation, we may confidently expect 
to find a larger area of land annually under 
corn a heavier yield per acre, and a cleaner 
dample offered for sale. If this come about, 
Egypt should -become a large and unfailing 
buyer 

Uutil reeéntly Cyprus wine, which in olden 
time# was so highly famed, had become a 
neglected industry. In the vinegrowing villa- 
yes wine was made by natives in their cottages 
in the most rongh and ready fashion for local 
consumption only, and the prodact was of a 
dark, thiek and heady description. It had also 
a strong admixture of gypsuin as a preserva- 
tive, which imparted a rough, coarse flavour. 
Now there are some 8 or 4 large firma, well 
equipped with modern winemaking plant, who 
manufacture a sound, reliable wine of quite 
a fine quality and at a most moderate price. 
Superior so called black wine can be had at 4 
to6 copper piastres per oke (quart), and the 
white variety is usually a trifle more. Some of 
these wine manufactures have received re- 
cognition at important exhibitions in Europe, 
whieh testifies to the excellence of their produce, 
and every year improvements in their process 
of manwfavtare takes place. The largest fac- 
tory is that ‘at Perapedhi, in the heart of the 
wine growing district of Limassol, and owned 
by Messrs. W. H. Chaplin and Co., of London. 
The produce of this .establishment is much 
sought-after lorally and also forms the bulk of 
the exports to London. Perapedhi port, though 
heeding time to “mature, is acquiring a good 
name, and the attention of Egyptian importers 
might be drawn to this brand and to the other 
wines and brandies now made by the best 
Limassol houses. 

There are many small commodities which 
Cyprus should be able to export, but in which, 
at present, she cannot hope to compete with 
other countries. Olive trees abound in the 
Island and yet her methods of cultivation and 
of oil production remain so crude that, instead 
of &xporting sheaetnally imports a consider 
able amount. Oils from cotton, linseed and 
other seeds should also figure in her list of ex 
ports, but during the past the poverty of her 
inhwbitants and their ignorance of the use of 
machinery has up till now kept the door closed 
against the scientific manufacture of these 
products: In the course of the next few years 
they may become staple articles of trade with 
Egypt. Y 

STurning now toa different category of ex- 
ports to Egypt, let us briéfly review the Cyprus 
live stock trade. Cypriot mules and donkeys 
have won their way in public favour in many 
parts of the world, but in no country are they 
more highly esteemed than in Egypt. Both are 
large-framed, handsome animals. A good num- 
her of Cyprus mules are now employed in trams 
and for other traction purposes in Egypt, while 
both they and Cypriot donkeys “are excellent 
as pack animals,’ for water wheels, and for 
draught purposes generally. 

The native pony is a most useful, hardy 
little beast, averaging about 13 hands, but 
higher when there has been an admixture of 
Arab blood. Unfortanately the true Cypriot 
ponies are becoming very searce. They are 
almost entirely monopolized by the mounted 
police and by the public carriage owners, the 
latter of whom have become very numerous 
since the extensive construction of good roads 
has taken place. The price of all three classes 
of animals has risen . considerably ; mules 
suited to the Egyptian. market fetechmg from 
£25 to £35; donkeys from £15 to £25; and 
ponies from £20 to £30. 

The native long-tailed sheep is an un 
attractive looking creature, but is doubtless 
suited to the country, as it can thrive on 


the bare herbage which it picks up during 


the summer’ and Which, in many case, »is 
supplemented by little additional food. Efforts 
are being made at the Government experi- 
mental farm to improve the breed by select- 
ion, and a small, though superior flock is now 
to be found there. Care has been taken to 
breed only from sheep with pure white fleeces, 
and the result after three years is that the 
wool has, this year, realized a good deal 
above ruling market prices. The quality of 
mutton is variable and depends largely upon 
the nature and quantity of the grazing in 
the locality from which it comes. It may be 
anticipated that if the cultivation of lucerne 
and other forage crops continues to extend 
as it is now doing, the number of sheep and 
quality of the mutton will improve. The 
Cypriot is fond of the goat which costs 
him next to nothing to rear. Goats’ skin is 
largely employed in the ‘manufacture of boots 
for which it is well suited. 

Gypsum isan article of growing unport- 
ance, and the exports to Eyypt are-on the 
increase. Several factories now exist and are 
doing a good trade. The export of plaster 
of Paris and of a kind of plaster cement, used 
in housebuilding,. is also extending. 

Cyprus can boast of several cigarette factor- 
ies, the largest of which, that of Messrs 
Dianello and Vergopoullos at Nicosia, pro- 
duces cigarettes of the very finest quality. 
The best brands of Kavallas tobaeco are used, 
and the mannfacture and general “ get up ” 
is excellent ' Owing to. the cheapness of rent 
and labour compared with more advanced 
countries, the cost of these cigarettes is ex- 
tremely moderate. There is a considerable 
export of these to England and elsewhere. 
H. M. King Edward has a consignment. re- 
gularly sent him. 

Certain soils in the Island furnish suitable 
material for pottery, and a -considerable work 
is done in some villages in the making of pots, 
jars, tiles and so forth. An expert from Greece 
has lately been over to instruct the villagers 
in this art, and it is to be hoped that further 
steps fay be taken in this direction. A large 
factory exists at Limassol, elaborately equip- 
ped on the Marseilles model, for the manufac- 
ture of roofing tiles; pipes, bricks ete., and 
should be capable of doings business on an 
extensive scale. 

Basket and broom making is a minor indus 
try which might well be developed. A good 
number of baskets find their way to Egypt, 
but no regular trade chn be said to exist at 
present. 

Of recent years the women of Lefkara, Lef- 
konico and elsewhere, who make the embroi 
deries known by the name of those villages 
and which are so justly admired, have discov 
ered a realy market in Egypt where they 
obtain better prices than in the Island. Covers 
for beds, and divans of a distinetive and artis- 
tic pattern are also made at Phiti. 

Bootmaking again is a flourishing and very 
popular trade, and a good class of boot and 
shoe to almost any style can be made by 
the better class makers. Prices range from 
8/-to T2/- for ladies, shoes and from 12/-to 
15/- for ladies béots, while nien’s boots cost 
about the same, and their shoes are 2/-to 3/ 
dearer than the ladies’. There is room for a 
good trade with Egypt in this commodity. 

A considerable stimulus to trade and agri- 
cnlture has been affortled by the establish- 
ment of the Anglo-Egyptian Land Allotment 
Xo. Not only has it acquired several proper- 
tied in different districts where it is engaged 
in operations of various kinds, but it has 
been a large importer of machines and imple- 
ments and it has thus had a most valuable 
educative effect upon the native farmers. 

The two great reqaisites—among others— 
forthe development of Cypriot trade and 
agriculture, are water and capitals Where 
these two are both present, prosperity is alnost 
asstred. But they are not often found in 
conibination. The Government is continuing its 
experiments with artseian boring, and if these 
shotld prove successful great hopes will be 
entértained that agriculture in many of the 
drier parts will “go ahead.” A succession of 
fairly good years has enabled both farmers and 
shopkeepers to save money, and there is ample 
evidence that poverty is neither so general nor 
so acute as it was some years back, The 
establishment of an Agricultural Bank on the 
lines of that in Egypt, and ot small village co- 
operative banks in the Papho distriet should 
assist in releasing many villagers from the 
clutches of the usurers. Another factor affect 
ing the financial position of many of the 
labouring and artizan classes has been the 
largely increased circulation of money as wages 
by the Anglo-Egyptian Land Co, and previous- 
ly for some two or three years in connection 
with harbour works at Famagusta. 

Communication with Egypt is chiefly by 
means of the weekly mail service, the two mail 
steamers belonging to the Limassol 8.8. Co. 
The itinerary, however, permits of only a very 
short stay at each port, and merchandise is 
often shipped by other vessels. Imperishable 
goods have a choice of several lines which 
make for Egypt via the Syrian coast. For 
fruit, vegetables and dairy produce, a fast, 
direct service, with cold storage. is essential, 
and a regular trade in such articles, as also in 
ineat, game etc, cannot be built up except 
under suck conditions. They present, however, 
no insuperable difficulties, and private enter 
prise, aided perhaps by Government, should be 
able to bring this about. Given cold storage at 
the Gypras port, to which produce could be 
brought pending embarkation, given a fast 
serviee to Port Said with cold.storage, and 
a cold storage depot there, specially reserved 
for Cyprus goods, perishable produce could 
be delivered in a fresh cdndition to the 
numerous vessels entering and leaving the 
Canal,and a remunerative trade could be done, 
capable of holding its own against all-comers. 

As has already been remarkéd, Egypt, 
although a valuable market, cannot be ex- 
pected to accept anything and everything that 
is offered, Shippers’ must be careful to send

only the-best, and to adopt a righ eysten ‘Of 
grading and packing. The ‘ethdtieed’ “prices 
Egypt will pay for good, wellpackéd ‘commo- 
dities, will amply repay any little extra expense 


incurred. 
At present Cypros peasants are sadly ‘in 


the hands of middlemen: on-both sides of the 
water. Could they but learn to ship their 


‘produce themselves—jointly in bulk—and 
uniformly packed, and if thoroughly reliable 


salesmen were appointed in Egypt,,all would 
go well. Perhaps in time this may come about. 


There are quite a number of Greek Cypriots 
resident in Egypt, who have made money and 
still retain an affection for their native land. 
Could they but realize their opportunities 


would assuredly come forward and by their 


business experience, their wealth and influence, 
assist their struggling, leseenlightened country- 


men across the water.

ALEXANDRIA -- 
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TKADE OF CYPRUS. 


— 


(From Our Cyprus CORRESPONDENT) 


Continued from May 27, 1907). 


It must not be imagined from the preceding 
observations that Cyprus is a land — suited 
more to gardening than to farming. We have 
already referred to “her wine and corn. In 
ancient days she was knownas the “Girfinary 
of the East,” and althongh times have changed 
she still continues year after year to lay down 
a large part of her soil to cereal crops. Of 
these barley is the most extensively grown and 
every year the best of it goes to Messrs, Bass 
and Co. for malting purposes. The old-fashioned 
methods of husbandry employed account tor 
the comparatively small yields per acre, but 
modern ploughs and other agricultural imple- 
ments are beisig adopted more and - more and 
the use of these, together with a more enlight 
ened system of rotation in place of alternate 
cropping and fallowing, should give more 
abundant returns. 

The markét for Cyprus coni has been much 
restricted owing to the large percentage of 
dirt, stones.ete. which it generally contains, 
due to the primitive method of threshing on 
the “aloni,” or threshing floor. This state of 
things is now being remedied: the Govern- 
ment has imported winnowing machines for 
sifting and cleaning the tithe corn, and several 
merchants are now doing the same with their 
corn for export. Then again an increasing 
quantity of cornis yearly passed through 
threshing machines, which are becomiug gra 
dually better understood. 

Corn farming in Cyprus is, however, on the 
point of undergoing an importanéchange. The 
tremendous rise in wages which has taken 
place during the last 4 or 5 years, touches no 
class of the community more directly than the 
farmers ;.and this, more than any other fact, 
is bringing about. the intreduction of labour- 
saving maehinery of various kinds. That which 
years of persuasion and demonstration have 
failed to aecomplish will now be brought about 
hy this forcible appeal to the farmer's pockets. 
What with the use of modern ploughs, reaping 
machines, steam threshers, and a regular system 
of proper retation, we may confidently expect 
to find a larger area of land annually under 
corn a heavier yield per acre, anda cleaner 
sample offered for sale. If this come about, 
Egypt should become a large and unfailing 
buyer 

Until recently Cyprus wine, which in olden 
times was so highly famed, had become a 
neglected industry. In the vinegrowing villa- 
es wine was made by natives in their cottages 
in thg most rough and ready fashion for local 
consumption owly, and the prodact was of a 
dark, thiek and heady description. It hid also 
a strong admixture of gypsum as a preserva- 
tive, which imparted a rongh, coarse flavour. 
Now there are some 3 or 4 large firms, well 
equipped with modern winemaking plant, who 
manufacture a sound, reliable wine of quite 
a fine quality and at a most moderate price. 
Superior so called black wine can be had at 4 
to 6 copper piastres per oke (quart), and the 
white variety is usually a trifle more. Some of 
these wine manufactures have received re- 
cognition at important exhibitions in Europe, 
which testifies tothe excellence of their produce, 
and every year improvements in their process 
of mannfactire takes place. The largest fac- 
tory is that at Perapedhi, in the heart of the 
wine growing district of Limassol, and owned 
by Messrs. W. MH. Chaplin and Co., of London. 
The produce of this establishment is much 
sought-after locally aud also forms the bulk of 
the exports to London. Perapedhi port, though 
needing time to mature, is acquiring a good 
name, and the attention of Egyptian importers 
might be drawn to this brand and to the other 
wines and brandies now made by the best 
Limassol houses. 

There are many small commodities, which 
Cyprus should be able to export, but in whieh, 
at present, she cannot hope to compete with 
other countries.: Olive trees abound in the 
Island and yet her methods of cultivation and 
of dil production remain so crude that, instead 
of exporting she actually imports a consider 
able amount. Oils from cotton, linseed and 
other seeds should also figure in her list of ex 
ports, but during the past the poverty of her 
inhabitants and their ignorance of the use of 
machinery has up till now kept the door closed 
against the scientific manufacture of these 
products, In the coutse of the next few years 
they may become staple articles of trade with 
Egypt. 

Foniing now toa different. category of ex- 
ports te Egypt, let us briéfly review the Cyprus 
live stock trade. Cypriot mules and donkeys 
have won their way in-public favour in many 
parts of the world, but in no country are they 
more highly esteemed than in Egypt. Both are 
larve-framed, handsome animals. A good num- 
her of Cyprus mules are now employed in trams 
and for other traction purposes in-Egypt, while 
both they and Cypriot donkeys “are excellent 
as pack animals, for water-whtels, and for 
dranght purposes generally. 

The native pony is @ most useful, hardy 
little beast, averaging about 413 hands, but 
higher when there has been an admixture of 
Arab blood. Unfortanately the true Cypriot 
ponies are becoming very scarce. They are 
almost entirely monopolized by the mounted 
police and by the public carriage owners, the 
latter of whom have become very numerous 
since the extensive construction of good roads 
has taken place. The price of all three classes 
of animals has risen . considerably; mules 
suited to the Egyptian. market fetehmg from 


£25 to £35; donkeys from £15 to £25; and 
ponies from £20 to £30. 
The native longtailed sheep ‘is an  un- 


attractive looking creature, but is doubtless 

suited to the country, as it can thrive on 

the bare herbage which it picks up during 
»

the surmmer and Which, in many éases, ~ is 
supplemented by little additional food. Efforts 
are being made at the Government experi- 
mental farm to improve the breed by select- 
ion, and a small, though superior flock is now 
to be found there. Care has been taken to 
breed only from sheep with pure white fleeces, 
and the result after three years is that the 
wool has, this year, realized a good deal 
above ruling market prices. The quality of 
mutton is variable and depends largely upon 
the nature and quantity of the grazing in 
the locality from which it comes. It may be 
anticipated that if the cultivation of lucerne 
and other forage crops continues to extend 
as it is now doing, the number of sheep and 
quality of the mutton will improve. The 
Cypriot is fond of the goat which costs 
him next to nothing to rear. Goats’ skin ia 
largely employed in the manufacture of boots 
for which it is well suited. 

Gypsum isan article of growing import- 
ance, and the exports ta Egypt are-on the 
increase. Several factories now exist and aré 
doing a good trade. The export of plaster 
of Paris and of a kind of plaster cement, used 
in housebuilding, is also extending. 

Cyprus can boast of several cigarette factor- 
ies, the largest of which, that of Messrs 
Dianello and Vergopoullos at Nicosia, pro- 
duces cigarettes of the very finest quality. 
The best brands of Kavallas tobacco are used, 
and the mannfacture and general “ get up ” 
is excellent. Owing to the cheapness of rent 
aml labour compared with more advanced 
countries, the cost of these cigarettes is ex- 
tremely moderate. There is a considerable 
export of these to England and elsewhere. 
H. M. King Edward haa a consignment re- 
gularly sent him. 

Certain soils in the Island furnish suitable 
material for pottery, and a .considerable work 
is done in some villages in the making of pots, 
jars, tiles and so forth. An expert from Greece 
has lately been over to instruct the villagers 
in this art, and it is to be hoped that further 
steps May be taken in this direction. A large 
factory exists at Limassol, elaborately equip- 
ped on the Marseillés model, for the manufac- 
ture of roofing tiles, pipes, bricks ete., and 
should be capable of doing business on an 
extensive scale. 

Basket and broom making is a minor indus 
try which might well be developed. A good 
number of baskets find their way to Egypt, 
but no regular trade can be said to exist at 
present. 

Of recent years the women of Lefkara, Lef. 
konico and elsewhere, who make the embroi 
deries known by the name of those villages 
and*which are so justly admired, have «discov 
ered a ready market in Egypt where they 
obtain better prices than in the Island. Covers 
for beds, and divans ef a distinetive and artis- 
tie pattern are also made at. Phiti. 

Bootmaking again is a flourishing and very 
popular trade, and a good class of boot and 
shee to almost any style can be made by 
the better class makers. Prices range from 
8/-to T2/- for ladies, shoes and from 12/-to 
15/- for ladies béots, while aien’s boots cost 
about the same, and their shoes are 2/-to 3/ 
dearer than the ladies’. There is room for a 
good trade with Egypt in this commodity, 

A considerable stimilas to.trade and agri- 
culture has been afforded by the establish- 
ment of the Anglo-Egyptian Land Allotment 
Co. Not only has it acquired several proper 
ties in different districts where it is engaged 
in operations. of various kinds, but it has 
been a large importer of machines and imple- 
ments and it has. thas hada most valuable 
educative effect upon. the native farmers. 

The two great requisites—among others— 
forthe development of Cypriot trade and 
agriculture, are water and capitals Where 
these two are both present, prosperity is almost 
asstired. But they are not often found in 
conibination. The Government is continuing its 
experiments with artseian boring, and if these 
shonld prove successful great hopes will be 
entértained that agriculture in many of the 
drier parts will “go ahead.” A succession of 
fairly good years has enabled both farmers and 
shopkeepers to save money, and there is ample 
evidence that poverty is neither so general nor 
so acute as it was some years back, The 
establishment of an Agricultural Bank on the 
lines of that in Egypt, and otf small village co- 
operative banks in the Papho district should 
assist in releasing many villagers from the 
clutches of the usurers. Another factor affect- 
ing the financial position of many of the 
labouring and artizan classes has been the 
largely increased circulation of money as wages 
by the Anglo-Egyptian Land Co, ang previous- 
ly for some two or three years. in connection 
with harbour works at Famagusta. 

Communication with Egypt is chiefly by 
means of the weekly mail service, the two mail 
steamers belonging to the Limassol 8.8. Co. 
The itinerary, however, permits of only a very 
short stay at each port, and merchandise is 
often shipped by other vessels. Imperishable 
goods have a choice of several lines whieh 
make for Egypt via the Syrian coast. For 
fruit, vegetables and dairy produce, a fast, 
direct service, with cold storage is essential, 
and a regular trade in such articles, as also in 
ineat, game etc, cannot be built up except 
onder such conditions. They present, however, 
no insuperable difficulties, and private enter 
prise, aided perhaps by Government, should be 
able to bring this about. Given cold storage at 
the Gypras port, to which produce could be 
brought pending embarkation, given a fast 
serviee to Port Said with cold storage, and 
a cold storage depot there, specially reserved 
for Cyprus goods, perishable produce could 
be delivered in a fresh condition to the 
numerous vessels entering and leaving the 
Canal,and a remunerative trade could be done, 
capable of holding its own against all-comers. 

As has already been remarked, Egypt, 
although a valuable market, cannot be ex- 
pected to accept anything and everything that 
is. offered, Shippers must be careful to send 
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only the-best, and to-adopt a rigki system ‘Of 
grading and packing. The ‘erfhdtieed” prided 
Egypt will pay for good, well packéd ‘commo- 
dities, will amply repay any little extra expense 
incurred. 

At present Cyprus peasants are sadly in 
the hands of middlemen: oncbeth sides of the 
water. Could they but learn to ship their 
produce themselves—jointly in bulk—and 
uniformly packed, and if thoroughly reliable 
salesmen were appointed in Egypt, all would 
go well. Perhaps in time this may come about. 
There are quite a number of Greek Cypriots 
resident in Egypt, who have made money and 
still retain an affection for their native land. 
Could they but realize their opportunities they 
would assuredly come forward and by their 
business experience, their wealth and influénece, 
assist their struggling, leseenlightened country- 
men across the water.
